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The Load Off 
Our Backs!

ONGRESS has been asked by the 

railroads to eliminate one of the 
most serious hobbles now imposed upon 
the Nation’s for-hire transportation in- 
dustry. 

In a letter to the Congressional Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue Taxa- 
tion, the Association of American Rail- 
roads has urged the repeal of the Fed- 
eral excise taxes on transportation at 
the earliest possible date. These are 
taxes on amounts paid for transporta- 
tion of property and persons by carriers- 
for-hire. The rates are 3 per cent of 
freight charges and 15 per cent of pas- 
senger fares. 

While the taxes are levied upon the 
purchasers of public transportation, the 
railroads and other carriers are obli-

gated under the law to collect them 
from their patrons and to turn over the 
proceeds to the Government. 


The conditions which gave birth to 
these taxes no longer exist. They were 
enacted at the outbreak of World War 
Ii merely as temporary revenue meas- 
ures to help meet the tremendous costs 
of waging war. Yet, more than seven 
years after the war ended, they still 
remain on the statute books, 


A secondary motive for their ete 
ment was to discourage wartime civilian 
use of transportation facilities which 
were then crowded with Government 
military traffic and personnel. 


Restrictions Unjustified 


Today, however, there is no justifica- 
tion for placing artificial brakes upon 
the use of public transportation by pri- 
vate industry and passengers. The Na- 
tion’s carriers ‘need, and can comfort- 
ably handle, all the business which may 
be offered to them—both Government 
and private. 

In effect, these taxes discriminate 
against carriers-for-hire in favor of pri- 
vate carriers. This is because they are 
not imposed upon transportation by a 
shipper in his own trucks or upon 
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travel in a private automobile. Since 
our customers naturally regard these 
taxes as just another part of their trans- 
portation costs, the taxes tend to drain 
away potential public carrier revenue. 
The resulting weakening of the Nation’s 
public transportation system is con- 
trary to the national transportation pol- 
icy as declared by Congress in the 
Transportation Act of 1940. That policy 
was established to develop and preserve 
a national transportation system ade- 
quate to meet the needs of the com- 
merce of the country, the postal system 
and the national defense. 


West Hardest Hit 


Federal excise taxes fall most heavily 
upon shippers and passengers in the 
far West, since they must ship or travel 
farther to eastern competitive markets 
and centers of population. . Their trans- 
portation tax is higher, as these taxes 
are levied at a fixed percentage of the 
amounts paid for transportation, 

Our important western customers 
should be told of this inequitable 
situation. From the standpoint of 
their own self-interest, they should 
be strong allies of the railroads in 
their efforts to seeure repeal of 
these taxes. 


Another unjust feature, particularly 
as applied to passenger transportation, 
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is the extremely high rate. Contrast the 
15 per cent tax rate on passenger trans- 
portation with the 10 per cent rates on 
television sets, cigars, and fishing equip- 
ment, for example. Yet transportation 
certainly qualifies as much more of a 
necessity than the others. 


Costly Collections 


A final annoying and burdensome fac- 
tor is that the carriers must act as the 
Government’s collection agency for these 
taxes without any remuneration for the 
service. Every railroad agent who col- 
Jects a freight bill or sells a ticket must 
take time to figure and collect the tax 
due on each transaction. Then our ac- 
countants prust prepare and file monthly 
returns with the Government and turn 
over the taxes due. In one year we esti- 
mated that our out-of-pocket cost for 
doing this was $19,000. 


“Excellently Managed” is the rat- 
ing given Southern Pacific for the year 
1952 by the American Institute of 
Management, New York City. In pre- 
senting a Certificate of Management 
Excellence, the Institute announced that 
the award was the result of management 
audits of over 3,000 leading companies 
throughout the country, of which only 
about 10 per cent merited the rating 
of excellent. 


President Russell Tells Office Heads 
Of Company’s Present, Future Programs 


YESTERDAY, Today and Tomorrow 
in SP Transportation was the theme 
of a talk by President D. J. Russell 
before the SP Office Supervisors Coun- 
cil of SF at their January meeting. 

Emphasizing the Company’s policy of 
wanting its men and women to be as 
fully informed as possible about its op- 
erations, the president reviewed results 
of 1952, told of current steps to increase 
efficiency in freight and passenger serv- 
ices, and spoke of the long-range plan- 
ning program for the years to come, 

Pointing out that 1952 was a “good 
year,” he told how SP was able, by 
thoughtful planning, to weather a steel 
shortage at the shops during the steel 
strike, without laying off a single shop- 
man, 


Modernizing Continues 


Going into 1953, he said, business 
was expected to continue at a sound 
level. Meanwhile, Southern Pacific is 
proceeding with its plans for further 
dieselization and other modernization 
and maintenance of its plant which, 
since war's end, represents an invest- 
ment of about half a billion dollars. 

“At the end of last November, SP 
was 44 per cent dieselized,” he stated. 
“Diesels, however, were hauling about 65 
per cent of the System’s freight load. 
Our ultimate goal is 100 per cent dieseli- 
zation, but when that will be reached 
will depend upon replacements of steam 
power. For example, a four-unit diesel 
locomotive costs about $700,000. Each 
time we buy one we want to get maxi- 
mum use out of it, not have it doing 
standby service that can be done by our 
steam-engines which are still in good 
condition.” 


As to highway competition, President 
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Russell repeated what he stated in the 
Bulletin last October: truck transporta- 
tion is an important part of our na- 
tional economy, but it should pay its 
own way as the railroads do. 

“In adopting this policy,” he said, 
“we have done so as a railroad com- 
pany also in the trucking business.” 

Regarding the Company's long-range 
planning program, he explained that its 
aim is te anticipate the future growth 
and progress of the territory we serve, 
as far ahead as 50 years from now. 

“We want to leave as fine a heritage 
for our successors as the pioneer rail- 
road builders gave us,” he said. 


Keeping Informed 


In closing, the president reminded his 
listeners of the importance of communi- 
cation between supervisors and their 
stafis in keeping SP people informed. 

“By being informed, our men and 
women should be proud of their rail- 
road. With knowledge and pride, they 
are equipped to let the public know 
that ours is a good Company,” he con- 
cluded. 

About 80 members attended the meet- 
ing, which was presided over by John 
Moral, Council president.

Radio Aids Snow-fighting 


V HILE new radio installations on 

our line over the Sierra Nevada 
mountains are proving of great help in 
the present snow-clearing season, prog- 
ress is being made on radio installa- 
tions along the line in the Cascade. 
mountains of Oregon. 


On the Sierra Nevada ‘line ‘the radio 
transmitter-receivers have been installed 
‘at four fixed stations, on -five rotary 
snowplows, six snow flangers, one snow 
spreader, and on all locomotives -pow- 
ering the City ‘of San Francisco, San 
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Francisco Overland and Gold Coast pas- 
senger trains. On the Shasta Route to 
and from Portland, radio installations 
are now under way for the Shasta Day- 
light, Cascade, and on freight locomo- 
tives and cabooses, with fixed radio sta- 
tions installed temporarily at Eugene, 
Oakridge and Crescent Lake. 


Separate short-wave - radio channels 
are-used for the mobile stations and for 
the fixed stations. An operator, ‘by the 
flick of a small electric -switch -on- his 
control board, can’ shift :his xadio from 
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one channel to the other, enabling fixed 
and mobile stations to have two-way 
communication, 


The fixed transmitter-receivers on 
the Sierra Nevada line are located at 
Colfax, Emigrant Gap, Norden and 
Truckee. A. E. DeMattei, superintend- 
ent of communications, under whose di- 
rection the entire radio installation pro- 
gram is being carried on, reported that 
although these fixed stations were in- 
stalled primarily for communications in 
the mountains, on a recent test the 
station at Colfax established communi- 
cation with the eastbound City of San 
Francisco streamliner when it was near 
Davis, west of Sacramento, elmost 60 
air-line miles from Colfax. The dis- 
patcher thereafter kept in touch with 
the moving train as it progressed up 
and over the mountains through the 
territories of the various fixed stations, 
the communication being almost con- 
tinuous until the train neared Nevada. 


Fingertip Control 


There is no transmitter-receiver at 
Sacramento, but the dispatcher there 
has remote controls at his fingertips 
which enable him to talk and receive 
through the Colfax transmitter-receiver, 
and he can also “key in” any or all of 
the other fixed stations and through 
them have two-way communication with 
any of the railroad’s mobile radios on 
the mountain. A smaller “key in” in- 
stallation is at Sparks, allowing the 
operator there to key in the transmitter- 
receiver at Truckee. 


Hf a wire communication line any- 
where between Colfax and Truckee 
fails, it now is possible to bridge the 
gap by radio until the wires are re- 
paired, DeMattei explained. In case of 
such a wire failure, a radar type “fault 
finder” at Roseville will be able to lo- 
cate the trouble, usually within one pole 
Tength, so repair crews can be dis- 
patched ‘directly to the spot, And if 
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there is a failure in the regular com: 
mercial electric lines which power the 
radies, gas engine generators automat- 
ically will start charging storage bat- 
teries to keep the radios in operation. 

Railroaders using the snow clearing 
equipment are finding the radio espe- 
cially helpful, says M. L. Jennings, su- 
yerintendent of Sacramento Division. 
Those riding the machines which clear 
snow off the track can report conditions 
continuously to the offices from which 
operations are being directed, and these 
headquarters can igsuc instructions at 
any time to re-direct the snow clearing 
equipment to where it can do the most 
good. 


Snow-fighter Phones 


Another form of improved communi- 
cation has been introduced on the snow 
clearing machines themselves. This is 
an intercommunication telephone sys- 
tem connected with the cab of the leco- 
motive which moves the machine along 
the track, The operator of a rotary 
snowplow, for example, as he looks 
ahead through his front windows can 
describe conditions he sees and advise 
the engine crew as to speed. Formerly 
his communication with them was by 
means of whistles, sometimes difficult to 
hear during severe storms. 


Southern Pacific's use of radio has 
been increasing rapidly over the past 
six years. Freight trains operating over 
the Tehachapi mountains and along the 
California coast have been equipped 
with end-to-end radio for some time. 
Radio is also used to speed communica- 
tions in our larger switching yards. 


Payroll taxes paid by Class I rail- 
roads to the Federal Government now 
average approximately $25,000,000 a 
month, which is more. than total rail- 
way taxes of all kinds-—federal, state 
and local—in any year prior to 1922.

Laboratory 


ANY railroaders have seen the out- 

side of a dynamometer car, but 
few have seen the interior of one of 
these “laboratories on wheels.” The pic- 
ture above was taken when the car was 
operating out of Los Angeles. 


The dynamometer car, when placed 
next to the engine in a train, is used to 
test and record draw bar pull, fuel and 
water consumption, and other indica- 
tions of locomotive performance in train 
service—all with a view toward obtain- 
ing maximum tonnage and speeds at the 
least cost per unit of service performed. 

The regular car crew is specially 
trained in the complex technical details 
of locomotive behavior. Two men with- 
in the car check some 16 instruments 
at predetermined intervals, while. one 
member of the crew rides in the loco- 
motive cab and takes notes and readings 
of the cab instruments. Meanwhile the 
lJocomotive’s -performance is being re-

corded continuously upon specially de- 
signed charts by 10 fountain pens. Later 
the records made by the test engineers 
are coordinated with the charts to form 
a permanent record which may be stud- 
ied and analyzed at Motive Power head- 
quarters in SF. The assistants aid in 
compiling and maintaining the records. 

The dynamometer instruments and 
the test engineers record the speed of 
the train, number of cars, weight of 
the train, temperature, trailing load, 
draw-bar pull and driving wheel slip- 
page (whether due to weather, tonnage, 
or faulty engine performance), as well 
as fuel and water consumption. 


During the road tests the crew and 
assistants live in the dynamometer car. 
There are four standard Pullman berths 
in the center of the car and two more 
upper berths in the working end. There 
is also a small kitchen and a berth for 
the chef, Occasionally a specially fitted 
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auxiliary car is added to the dyna- 
mometer car to provide electrical power 
and additional instruments, when spe- 
cialized tests require it. 

Records compiled during the tests are 
sent to the general superintendent mo- 
tive power, SF, where they are analyzed 
by Frank Keiper, chief locomotive drafts. 
man, under direction of James Bean, 
engineer of motive power. J. H. Hawes 
is dynamometer car engineer. 

Through dynamometer car tests SP 
is able to determine which type of loco- 
motive gives best performance on par- 
ticular runs, both passenger and freight, 
resulting in the selection of the best 
type of motive power to assure maxi- 
mum efficiency and economy. 


Geo. Donnatin Retires; 
Don Miller Moves Up 


ORE than 500 civic, industrial and 

railroad representatives honored 
George E. Donnatin at a banquet on his 
requirement, eflective Jan. 31, as super- 
intendent. of the Los Angeles Union 
Passenger Terminal, after more than 
47 years of railroading. His successor 
is Don K. Miller, who has held the posi- 
tion of terminal trainmaster. 

Member of a pioneer SP’railroad fam- 
ily, Donnatin went to work for SP as 
a messenger in June, 1905, advanced 
through various positions in train serv- 
ice and was terminal trainmaster at 
Los Angeles before his appointment as 
superintendent of the Union Station. 
His father, Charles E. Donnatin, was 
master car builder for the Company in 
Los Angeles many years ago, and his 
brother, Charles F. Donnatin, was gen- 
eral manager at the time of his death 
on Feb. 23, 1944. 

Miller started with SP as a laborer 
in LA General Shops in 1936, later 
transferred to yard service and in 1949 
was named general yardmaster, He had 
been terminal trainmaster since April, 
1950, 
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Eugene Radio Club

Kraft stated the club’s greatest prob- 
Jem is the assembling of mobile and 
portable gear for quick use when 
needed. The secretary would like to 
hear from any other clubs with the 
idea of establishing a standard net fre- 
quency for use in event of a widespread 
emergency.

OUR BIRMINGHAM BUSINESS-GETTERS 


HIS is the tenth of a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to acquaint 
our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific family who 
work in our off-line agencies. Next month: Salt Lake City General Agency. 


OUTHERN PACIFIC'S off-line gen- 

eral agency headquartered in Birm- 
ingham, Alabama, serves a rich indus- 
trial area of the South that stretches 
from the Great Smoky Mountains to the 
Gulf of Mexico. It embraces the eastern 
half of Tennessee, almost all of Ala- 
bama, and the northwest section of Flo- 
rida. 


General Agent T. H. Swann and his 
staff solicit business for our railroad 
in this important area. 

A wealth of natural resources has 
brought an increasing number of indus- 
trial concerns to Birmingham Agency 
territory where various ores and min- 
erals and timber and coal are found in 
abundance and there is almost unlimited 
electrical power. 

The east Tennessee-north Alabama 
portion of the territory produces alumi- 
num, glass products, stoves, furniture, 
farming implements, textiles, yarn, syn- 
thetic fibers, paper, chemicals and fer- 
tilizers, to name a few products. Prin- 
cipal cities in this area are Kingsport, 
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Johnson City, Morristown, Knoxville 
and Chattanooga in Tennessee; Deca- 
tur, Huntsville, Florence and Sheffield 
in Alabama. 


In southern Alabama, the Birming- 
ham area is the steel center of the 
South, and one of the leading steel 
centers of the nation. That relatively 
small area is unique in that it is the 
only place in the world where coal, iron 
ore and limestone, three essentials for 
making steel, are found together in com- 
mercial quantities. Principal cities in 
that portion of the territory are Annis- 
ton, Attalla, Alabama City, Bessemer, 
Boyles, Ensley, Fairfield, Gadsden, Iron- 
dale, Thomas and Woodward. The area 
is studded with furnaces, coke ovens, 
steel mills, fabricators and cast iron 
pipe plants producing all types of iron 
and steel products as well as by-products. 

Birmingham, the center of this highly 
industrialized area, is served by eight 
mainline railroads and. two belt lines, 
It is the largest producer of cast iron 
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pipe in the world, and nearby Anniston 
is the world’s greatest producer of cast 
iron soil pipe. Much of the iron and 
steel produced in the territory moves to 
points on the Southern Pacific System. 
Nearby Bessemer is the location of a 
major railroad carbuilding industry. 


Farther south is Montgomery, capital 
of Alabama and the last capital of the 
Confederacy. The fertile rolling hills 
and mild climate of south Alabama 
make it ideal for producing early vege- 
tables and fruits. Fine beef cattle are 
also raised there. The wooded hills sup- 
ply pulpwood for the manufacture of 
newsprint and kraft paper. The only 
newsprint producing plant in the South- 
east ig located at Coosa Pines although 
another is under construction at Cal- 
houn, Tennessee, A large kraft paper 
mill is located at Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 


Rock City, celebrated hanging gardens and 
rock formations on Lookout Mountain near 
Chattanooga, have been alfracting visitors for 
over two centuries. Unusual garden plantings, 
with paths and suspension bridges Jeading the 
visitor through fascinating and unusual rock 
formations, thrill nearly @ half million persons 
annually.

The Florida portion of the Birming. 
ham General Agency territory, while 
relatively smali, is important, and its 
large paper mills at Port St. Joe and 
Cantonment (Pensacola) originate traf- 
fic for our lines. 


The Birmingham territory produces 
considerable passenger traffic for the 
Southern Pacific System, principally 
over the Sunset Route. And, of course, 
many tourists visit the Southern States 
by rail each year. 


General Agent Swann and his staff 
have ample opportunity to sell Southern 
Pacific service in this active territory 
and they make the most of it. 


Nearly four tons were added to the 
average carload of freight in the 10-year 
period 1941-1951, In the former year the 
average carload was 38.2 tons; in 1951 
it was 42.0 tons, -an increase of almost 
exactly 10 per cent.

On the 
back of the picture he writes the car 
or van number, point of origin, date of 
shipment, receipt and point where the 
photo was taken. The print is then sent 
to the agent where the van or car was 
loaded. 


If the photograph shows a well loaded 
car with no damage to contents, the 
local agent can show it to his men and 
commend them. If the load was im- 
properly stacked and sustained damage, 
the agent can show his men their ‘mis- 
takes and help them work for ‘improve- 
ment.

GOuTHERN PACIFIC'S staff of Land

timber in preparation for sale. After 
timber has been sold they mark the 
trees which are to be cut and supervise 
logging for protection of healthy trees 
to be left as growing stock. 

It is estimated that SP lands can sus- 
tain an annual output of 50 million 
board feet of lumber, plywood and other 
forest products, All timber sales are 
handled by the land commissioner 
through the San Francisco office.

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IT MAKES 
THE ROAD 


BALLAST is to the railway track 
what springs are to the automobile. 
It provides resiliency to the road and 
cushions the impact of heavy trains. It 
provides a firm and even foundation for 
the cross ties, thus distributing the 
weight of locomotives and cars evenly 
over the subgrade. It provides drainage 
for the track structure, thus preventing 
or reducing cross-tie decay and minimiz- 
ing the heaving and shifting which re- 
sults from extremely cold weather when 
the ground becomes frozen. 

Ballast holds each tie firmly in its 
proper place; it prevents or greatly re- 
tards the growth of vegetation within 
the limits of the track, and it facilitates 
track repair work and replacements in 
wet weather. All these advantages in 
combination spell smoother riding rail- 
way track and longer life for ties, rail 
and equipment. 


Smoother Teday 


In the early period of railway op- 
erations in this country ballast was 
rarely used; consequently, every jolt in 
the rough track was immediately trans- 
mitted to passengers or cargo, Gradually, 
as the weight of locomotives and cars 
increased and as train speeds were 
stepped up, the use of ballast took on 
more and more importance, Today, one 
seldom sees a railway track which is 
not ballasted. Many types of material are 
used for this purpose, such as crushed 
trap rock, granite or limestone, gravel; 
chats; blast furnace slag; oyster shells, 
and engine cinders. 

Equipment for preparing ballast in- 
cludes rock and stone crushers, conveyor 
systems, screening and washing plants, 
and storage ‘bins and hoppers. One of 
the largest rock crushing plants in this 
country is capable of preparing and 
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Joading into cars more than 15,000 tons 
of ballast in a 24-hour period. 

Processed ballast materials are usually 
transported in hopper-type ballast cars, 
or in side-dump cars operated by com- 
pressed air, or in ballast spreader cars. 
When crushed rock, gravel or other bal- 
last material becomes clogged with dust 
and dirt, its drainage function is im- 
paired. Then it becomes desirable. to 
remove it from the track and replace 
it with clean material, When cleaned, 
the old material is usually as good as 
new. 

Before new ballast is applied to the 
track structure, cross ties and rails are 
usually jacked up and all old ballast 
is removed from the tie cribs. If done 
by hand, this operation is tedious and 
eostly. Much speedier and usually much 
more economical is the use of the power 
cribbing machine, wingdozers and bal- 
last spreaders. Tamping is done by 
men equipped with pneumatic tamping 
machines, track shovels, ballast forks, 
tamping picks and tamping shovels. 


Trains Bring Crowds to 
Presidential Inaugural 


EHIND the excitement, solemnity, 

gaiety and pageantry of the Presi- 
dential inauguration is a story of trans- 
portation, particularly passenger trans- 
portation, which reaches back into all 
parts of the nation, Throughout the 
country sleeping cars and other passen- 
ger facilities were heavily taxed. Some 
railroads found it necessary to place in 
service every available passenger car, 
every dining car, and every lounge, buf- 
fet and observation car. Many operated 
special trains or second sections of reg- 
ular trains, and nearly all roads in- 
creased the carrying capacities of reg- 
ular trains to accommodate the throngs 
converging upon the capital, It is esti- 
mated the Eisenhower inaugural at- 
tracted 500,000 visitors, a large per- 
centage, of, whom traveled by railroad. 
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Several weeks before the event an In- 
augural Transportation Committee, com- 
posed of outstanding transportation 
men, was organized to see that the 
transportation function was performed 
smoothly, efficiently and satisfactorily. 

William T. Faricy, president of the 
Association of American Railroads and 
chairman of the Railroad Subcommittee, 
announced early in January that ar- 
Yangements were being made for the 
establishment of “Pullman Cities” com- 
posed in the aggregate of several hun- 
dred sleeping cars in various railway 
yards in Washington to serve as living 
quarters for their occupants during In- 
augural Week. It is estimated that some 
600 extra sleeping cars were required 
in moving organized groups and indi- 
viduals to Washington for the inaugura- 
tion, and that up to 480 of these cars 
were parked in yards and maintained 
as living quarters for approximately 
9,600 visitors, 

The inauguration of President Eisen- 
hower with its half-million visitors, its 
scores of special trains, and its “Pull- 
man Cities,” was a far cry from the in- 
auguration of President Martin Van 
Buren in 1837, when one special train 
—the first inaugural train in American 
history—was ron from Baltimore to 
Washington to accommodate visitors. 


Annual meeting of the American 
Railway Engineering Ass'n will be held 
in the Palmer House, Chicago, March 
17-19. The AREA, which functions as 
the construction and maintenance sec- 
tion, Engineering Division, of the AAR, 
has for more than 50 years been pre- 
eminent in the field’ of engineering 
relating to all‘aspects of the fixed prop- 
erties of the railroads, including tracks, 
bridges, buildings, water service facili- 
ties, yards and terminals. E. E. Mayo, 
chief engineer, is a director. of AREA, 
and 73 SP engineering men are mem- 
bers.

NEW RECORDS IN 1952 SAFETY RACE 


10 GRANDE Division made a clean 

sweep of the 1952 President’s Safe- 
ty Awards. Division Superintendent P. 
D. Robinson’s forces, paying close at- 
tention to safe working practices, reg- 
istered one of the best full-year safety 
records ever compiled by Southern Pa- 
cific forces, , 

In the competition for four awards 
made to divisions, here is how Rio 
Grande Jed the way: 

Maintenance of Way Department had 
a -perfect no-accident record for the 
year. For each million man-hours 
worked, Motive: Power & Car Depart- 
ments registered 1.31 accidents; Trans- 
portation Department ‘registered : 10.82 
(a 50 per cent reduction over 1951) ; 
the AH Employes score was 4.18. 

Salt Lake Division was right .on the 
heels of Rio Grande in the Transporta- 
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tion and All Employes categories, and 
also took second place honors in Main- 
tenance of Way and Motive Power & 
Car Department classifications. 


The President’s Award for the Din- 
ing Car Department was won by Oak- 
land District. Los Angeles won the 
General Shops Award with a ratio of 
1.63 accidents per million man-hours 
worked, El Paso General Stores forces 
brought another award to the Southwest 
when they registered only 1.93 accidents 
for each million man-hours. 

During 1952 nine railroaders lost their 
lives on the job. This was the lowest 
number of deaths registered for any 
year in the Jong history of Southern 
Pacific. 

President D. J. Russell, when nam- 
ing the 1952 award winners said, “These 
groups have made.an accomplishment 
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that will be an inspiration to all of us 
in 1953. The Rio Grande Division es- 
pecially has done an outstanding job. 
The officers and employes of this divi- 
sion may take great pride in a splendid 
performance.” 

Superintendent of Safety M. A. Nu- 
gent announced additional Safety win- 
ners as the Presidential Awards were 
made. 

In the Big Six Station Contest, Los 
Angeles, Sacramento and Portland 
Freight Stations all came through with 
perfect records. In the Yard Contest, 
Et Paso took top honors in Group 1; 
Stockton stands out with a zero in 
Group 2; Suisun, Salem, Carlin, Tucum- 
cari, Albany, Nogales, Don Luis and 
Corvallis, in Groups 4 and 5, all ended 
1952 with perfect no-accident records. 

On the smaller unit level there will 
be some 1,500 certificates issued to fore- 
men having no-accident records of from 
one to ten years for themselves and 
their men, Also, there will be about 200 
accident-free unit awards for groups 
ranging from a few employes to several 
hundred. 


“All of these records can be attrib- 
uted to the fine cooperation of all em- 
ployes,” Nugent said. “It is upon the in- 
dividual that the safety program rests, 
each one looking out for his own and 
his fellow-workers’ safety. The kind of 
teamwork demonstrated by our hun- 
dreds of accident-free groups shows the 
capabilities of our employes, and I have 
complete confidence that we can all suc- 
cessfully help make our fellow-workers 
safer in 1953 than we were in 1952.” 


Poor footwear is one of the con- 
tributing factors to accidents, points 
out J. E. Compton, foreman at Union 
Terminal Warehouse, LA. “Worn and 
ill-fitting shoes cause undue strain on 
all parts of your body,” he says, “re- 
sulting in headaches, fatigue, muscle 
strain and sprains which result in loss 
of work. Do your part—prepare your- 
self for the day’s work as carefully as 
a doctor cares for a patient.”

TOO COLD TO GO FISHING? 

Wet might be a bit chilly 
along the Truckee River (Calif.) 
where snapshot below was taken! 

It’s just-right weather, though, for a 
good fish dinner. We had one the other 
night based on this recipe from Frank 
Brandt, retired engineer, Portland Di- 
vision, True, we used filet of sole instead 
of mountain trout, but the results were 
good. (Incidentally, we used a piece of 
aluminum foil in bottom of baking dish. 


no dish-washing!) Here’s how Brandt 
says to do it: 


TROUT, FRANK BRANDT’'S WAY 


6 medium-size trout (cleaned, 
washed and dried) 

cup minced parsley 

small can chopped mushrooms 

cup lemon juice 

cup oil or butter 

Salt and pepper

Arrange fish in large baking pan. 
Combine other ingredients and spread 
over fish. Bake in a hot oven (400°) 
until fish are tender. About 20 min. 
(Frozen French fries can be heated in 
same oven. Good combination!)

Frank says: “J surely enjoy read- 
ing the ‘Bulletin’ After 42 years serv- 
ice in the SP, I am having a lot of 
pleasure fishing in good sunny Cali- 
fornia.

Try a deviled ham-and-egg sandwich. 
Chop a hard-cooked egg, mix it with 
deviled ham.

Celery-Cheese Dish. Cut outside 
stalks of celery into half-inch pieces— 
enough to make 3 cups. Cook in boil- 
ing salted water until tender. Drain. 
Add % can condensed cream of celery 
soup and 1 cup canned or cooked peas 
or corn. Pour into small greased cas- 
serole. Cover with grated cheese. Bake 
in 350° even 20 to 25 min., until bubbly 
and hot.
